What Germany Is Doing to Get Supre-

great a part in deciding the issue of 
the next war as the Dreadonughts of 
the sea; and it is because they wish 


the man fn the street that certain peo- 
ple have been so loud in their: denun- 
ciation of the War Offive for paying 
$90,000 for an airship three years ago, 
and afterwards making no practical 
Use of it. We may have a fleet of 
aeroplanes, they say, but we must also 
compete with France and Germany in 
the matter of airships, and judging 
from the extrfordinary efforts which 
Germany is making at. the present 
time td perfect her fleet of airships, it 
is obvious that she considers they are 
as essential as war vessels for the 
maintenance of her power. 

In the niatter of airships, Germany 
at the present time easily stands first 
in the world, They possess Maventy- 
five dirigiblés of the rigid type, and 
by the end of the present year will 
have thirty-two. And it is signifi- 


now turns out an airship every three 


end of six months to double this out- 
put. 

Germzny pins her falth to the rigid 
type of airship, and considers it by 
far the best for war purposes. So 
convinced are they of this that when 
we tried to buy a rigid airship some 
time ago the German Government ve- 
toed the order, although they allowed 
us to purchase a Parsival, a mon-rigid 
vessel. 

Some facts regarding the capabill- 
ties of German air Dreadnoughts giv- 
en by the expert already mentioned 
provide an illustration of their dead- 
liness in time of war. Before an alr- 
ship is accepted by the German Gov- 
ernment it must have done a trial trip 
ofa continuous 1,500 miles at a speed 
of fifty milea-an hour. Asa matter of 
fact, eighteen vessels now in com- 
mission have a range of 2,000 miles, 
They can carry six tons of explosives, 
and at the presentJime are practising 
with apparatus which can direct 
bombs of dynamite welghing half a 
ton apiece. Which means to say that 
a couple of these air Dreadnoughts 
could utterly destroy a town or army, 
unless they were first destroyed. In 
addition to explosives, however, each 
dirigible ccrries heavy quick-firing 
guns. 

Hangars capable of holding the 
largest air vessels are being construct- 
ed. The late types of hangars are 
built on turn-tables, so that there {8 
no difficulty in docking, or taking the 
airship out on a strong wind. The 
latest tvpe at present being construet- 
ed in Heligoland is such a turnstable 
hanear which sinks into a pit, so that 
fits heavily-armored roof is flush with 
the ground, In addition all over 
Germany there are erected iron towers 

as anchorares. 

These towers are built with revolv- 
ing tons, so that ‘the airships can ride 
in softly, no matter how the wind 
changes. The towers are built close. 
to hydrogen stations. 

It ts interestine to note that one 
such tower is built on the Austrian 
frontier. two on the Russian. three on 
the French and eleht-on the North Sea 
eoast—which Is the British frontier, if 
Nelson’s dictum still holds good. ©

Excellent System Worked Out by 
Farmers of Switzerland 

Swiss farmers find it comparative- 
ly easy Ao borrow money of the mort- 
gage banks which exist in many of the 
cantons, The chief advantage secur- 
ed by the farmer in placing a mort 
gage with the cantonal or state mort: 
@age banks is that he escapes the ne 
eessity of repaying the principal of his 
mortgage in a single payment, and he 
is practically relieved from the danger 
of foreclosure aceording to Farm and 
Home. 

The intérest rate charged ‘ by the 
cantonal mortgage banks {s about the 
Same as that collected by other banks. 


a loan of $10,000 on his property. He 
secures the money from the cantonal 
bank at.4 1-2 per cent. He could 
probably do as well for himself if he 
went to private sources, but here Is 
where. thé cantonal banks help him 
out. If he went-to a private bank to 
borrow money at 4 1-2 po: cent for a 
stated number of years, he would be 


required to pay that bank his interest 
each yoar and the full amoun. at the 
end of the term. 

With the cantonal bank he is re 
quired to pay each year, in addition to 
his 4 1-2 per cent,, 1 per cent. as am- 
ortization. After the first payment he 
owes the bank $10,000 less 1 per cent. 
Naturally the second year he must pay 
interest, not on. the $10,000, but on 
$9,000. However, his actual payment 
is still 56 1-2 per cent. of the $10,000. 


Each vear, however, a larger. portion of 


this 5 1-2 per cent. goes to liquidate 
the Ican. In this way the farmer ul- 
timately pays.back the entire loan 
without having been..burdoned with 
one big payment in any year as he or- 
inarily would have. been. Only in

oak and maple decreases. This

t. be issued by the Forestry Braach, 
Department «2 the Interior, Ottawa, 
on the Wood-Using Industries of On- 
tario, is based on reports received 
from over twelve hundred firms, and 
ls therefore worth;: of consideration. 
The average wholesale price por 
thousand feet, board measure, given 
in the above bulletin for maple and 
oak flooring is twevty two dollars and 
eighty two cents and fifty five dollara 
and seventy elght cents respective 
ly. The 2+rerage price for birch and 
beech ‘flooring, on the othe hand, is 
nineteen dollars and ‘seventy one 
crits and twenty one collars and sey- 
enty four cents respectively, which re- 
presents quite a saving, especially 
When compared With oa‘, 

but these woods Lave other quall- 
ties to recommend them besides 
cheapness. Twenty two per cent of 
the flooring manufactured tn Ontario 
is made from the. wood of the black 
a.d the yellow birch, the more com- 
mon white or paper birch. not usually 
growing to a sufficient size for this 
purpose. Birch is a hard, strong, 
fine-grained, yeddisi-brown wood, 
which takes a high polish and, thero- 
for, is very suitable for flooring. It 
can be stained to imitate more expen- 
sive woods, such: as mahogany, cher- 
ty or walnut, and, being easily work- 
ed, it is also extensively used for fur- 
niture and interior decoration. 

Becch {s une of Ontario's cheapest 
hardwo ds, the ordinary grades of 
lumber costing only thirteen dollars 
and sixty one cents pe thousand feet, 
board measuro. It frequently con- 
stitutes one tenth to one third of the 
cheaper grades of birch flooring, but 
its qual'tes justify its separeic use, 
for it is strong, fine-grained and so 
hard that !t become: quite slippery in 
time. It 1s also used for furniture 
to some extent. 

Of the birch and beech used in On- 
tario, ninety per cént of the former 
and ninety eight per cent of the lat- 
ter are home grown, ch existing 
supplies of these woods Ontario 
fre sufficient to meet a much greator 
demand, and as oak and maple are 
growing Increasingly dear, it ts cer- 
tain that the use of birch and beech 
especial.y for flooring will< scon ‘be 
come much nore widgapread,
